Tokio, Nov. 4.—The Imperial head­ 
quarters Thursday night posted a 
series of bulletins bringing the fight­ 
ing before Port Arthur down to Tues­ 
day night., at which time several sec­ 
tions of the city were on Are, two war­ 
ships in the harbor were blazing and 
Japanese siege guns from the eastern 
ridges were pouring shells into Golden 
hill fort. 
The inner lines of trenches on the 
hills to the east of Port Arthur were 
captured on Monday night, and before 
dawn 
eight heavy guns had 
been 
mounted so as to command one-half of 
the doomed city, thus making possible 
a successful assault whenever General 
Nogi’s arrangements should be com­ 
pleted on the center and right of his 
army. The imperial army board does 
not indicate when this assault was to 
begin, but belief is general here that 
It did begin Wednesday and that 
the eastern end of Port Arthur proper 
is now in the possession of the at­ 
tacking army.

Chefoo, Nov. 4.—Port Arthur is 
doomed. 
The correspondent oí the 
Associated Press here has received m- 
lonnation, the reliability oí winch is 
beyond question, that the Japanese 
now occupy positions which place the 
east side of the town at their mercy. 
The last assault has gained tor them 
positions which insure their ability to 
enter the main east forts whenever 
they are ready. 
The Japanese calculate that if the 
Russians do not surrender now they 
will be capable of prolonging the fight­ 
ing by making their final stand at 
Liaoti promontory and Tigers Tail for 
u month longer, with the mere hope 
of continuing the struggle. Long be­ 
fore the second Pacific squadron ar­ 
rives in the Pacific the Japanese flag 
w ill wave over the wrecked citadel. 
This will end Viceroy Alexieff’s 
dream of an unconquerable city. 
The Japanese have not occupied the 
main forts and highest points ot the 
east hills, but they occupy in over­ 
whelming numbers positions which 
will enable them to drive the Russians 
buck wnenever they desire. 
When tlie Japanese occupy the east 
port ridge they will completely domi­ 
nate the other Russian forts with their 
artillery.

Headquarters of the Third Japanese 
Army in Front of Port Arthur, Nov. 2, 
via Chefoo, Nov. 4 (Censored).—The 
Japanese are now in a position to com­ 
mence the beginning of the end of op­ 
erations to capture the eastern forti­ 
fied ridges. Their siege park has been 
completed by the placing of 1.1-inch 
howitzers. During the night of Oct. 
21) all the reserves advanced through a 
network of trenches in frout of the 
eastern fortified ridges from south of 
Keekwan to west of Keekwan and to 
the w’est of Rihlung mountain, called 
by the Japanese Shochosan.

BIG GAME SEASON 
OPENS NEXT WEEK 


Already Many Brainerd Parlies 


Have Arranged for Trips to 


the Northern Woods 


HUNTING WILL BE VERY GOOD 


According to Those Who Have 


Been Out in the Woods at 


all this Season. 


Brainerd has al>out as many ambi­ 
tious hunters of big game as any city in 
the state of its size, and these gentle­ 
men are looking anxiously forward to 
the opening of the season, next 'Thurs­ 
day, November 10, 
The season will 
open then and continue for twenty days 
and it will toe lawful to kill the big game 
mentioned from that time on to the end 
of the present month, providing, of 
course, that the hunfcor has in his |k>h- 
session a license issued by the state 
board of game and fish commissioners. 
The coming open season promises a 
great reduction in the visible supply of 
d**er and moose in this state. 
For the guidance of the many nimrods 
the following extracts from the game 
law are given: 
Non resident hunters, when in posses 
sion of proper license, will be allowed to 
ship their killings out of the state, up 
to two deer, one moose and one caribou, 
when it is lawful to have such animals 
in possession in this state. 
1 he law 
provides that such shipment shall be 
made from the owner of the license to 
himself, to his place of residence. 
For 
such shipment coupons, furnished with 
the hunter's license, are to be attached 
to the game so shipped. 
All gatne ship­ 
ped must be open and not concealed in 
any trunk, box, barrel, etc. 
Any hunter who fails to comply with 
all of the requirements of the law sub 
jects himself to forfeiture of his license 
and confiscation of the game killed and 
all tire arms found in his possession. 
It is unlawful to sell game at any 
time, 
Residents of the state are obliged to 
pay a fee of #1 
for such license. 
Non­ 
residents of the state are taxed 125 for 
a license to kill big game, and $10 for a 
license to kill feathered game. 
Non­ 
resident hunters license can lie obtain­ 
ed only from the board of game and tish 
commissioners, the office of which is in 
St. Paul. 
The possession ot a big game license 
gives the holder the right to kill three 
deer, one antlered moos# and one antler 
ed caribou. 
The executive agent and all members 
of the game commission, and all game 
wardens have full power and authority 
to serve and execute all warrant- and 
process of law in enforcing the provis­ 
ions of the game law.-. 
They are further 
empowered to call to their aid anysher- 
iff, constable or police officer, or any 
other person, who, when so called upon, 
are compelled by law to act. 
It is unlawful to hunt big game with 
dogs, and it is lawful to kill all dogs 
found in pursuit of game. 
fl he possession of any game “ out of 
seas on” is pritna facie evidence of guilt. 
Provision is made for taking care of 
game that is lawfully killed within the 
open season.

OPENS NEXT WEEK 


Already Many Brainerd Parties 


Have Arranged for Trips to 


the Northern Woods 


HUNTING WILL BE VERY GOOD

TAKEN TO REFORMATORY 


According to Those Who 


Been Out in the Woods 


all this Season. 


Brainerd hap about as many ambi­ 
tious hunters of bi# Kame as any city in 
the state of its size, and these gentle­ 
men are looking anxiously forward to 
the opening of the season, next Thurs­ 
day, November IO. 
Tho season will 
open then and continue for twenty days 
and it will ne lawful to kill the big game 
mentioned from that time on to the end 
of tho present month, providing, of 
course, that the hunter has in his pos­ 
session a license issued by the state 
board of game and fish commissioners. 
The coming open season promises a 
great reduction in the visible supply of 
deer and moose in this state. 
For the guidance of the many nimrods 
the following extracts from the game 
law arc given: 
Non resident hunters, when in posses­ 
sion of proper license, will be allowed to 
ship their killings out of the state, up 
to two deer, one moose ami one caribou, 
when it is lawful to have such animals 
in possession in this state. 
I he law 
provides that such shipment shall bo 
made from the owner of the license to 
himself, to his place of residence. 
For 
such shipment coupons, furnished with 
the hunter s license, are to be attached 
to tho game so shipped. 
All gam** ship­ 
ped must be open and not concealed in 
any trunk, box, barrel, etc. 
Any hunter who fails to comply with 
all of the requirements of the law sub 
jects himself to forfeiture of his license 
and confiscation of the game killed and 
all tire arms found in his possession. 
It is unlawful to sell game at any 
time. 
Residents of the state are obliged to 
pay a fee of 81 
for such license. 
Non­ 
residents of the state are taxed 825 for 
a license to kill big game, and 810 for a 
license to kill feathered game. 
Non­ 
resident hunters' license can be obtain­ 
ed only from the board of game and fish 
commissioners, the office of which is in 
St. Paul. 
The possession ot a big game license 
gives the holder the right to kill three 
deer, one antlered moose and one antler­ 
ed caribou. 
The executive agent and all members 
of the game commission, and all game 
wardens have full power and authority 
to serve and execute all warrants and 
process of law in enforcing the provis­ 
ions of the game laws. They are further 
empowered to call to their aid any sher­ 
iff, constable or police officer, or any 
other person, who, when so called upon, 
are compelled by law to act. 
It is unlawful to hunt big game with 
dogs, and it is lawful to kill all dogs 
found in pursuit of game. 
The possession of any game “ out of 
season" is prima facie evidence of guilt. 
Provision is made for taking care of 
game that is lawfully killed within the 
open season.

Already Many Brainerd Parlies 


Have Arranged for Trips to 


the Northern Woods 


TAKEN TO REFORMATORY 


HUNTING WILL BE VERY GOOD 


According to Those Who Have 


Been Out in the Woods at 


all this Season. 


Brainerd han about as many ambi­ 
tious hunters of big game as any city in 
the state of its size, and these gentle­ 
men are looking anxiously forward to 
the opening of the season, next T hurs­ 
day, November 10. 
The season will 
open then and continue for twenty days 
and it will tie lawful to kill the big game 
mentioned from that time on to the end 
of the present month, providing, of 
course, th at the hunter has in his pos­ 
session a license issued by the state 
board of game and tish commissioners. 
The coming open season promises a 
great reduction in the visible supply of 
deer and moose in this state. 
For the guidance of the many nimrods 
the following extracts from the game 
law arc given: 
Non resident hunters, when in posses­ 
sion of proper license, will be allowed to 
ship their killings out of the state, up 
to two deer, one moose and one caribou, 
when it is lawful to have such animals 
in possession in this state. 
The law 
provides th at such shipm ent shall be 
made from the owner of the license to 
himself, to his place of residence. 
For 
such shipm ent coupons, furnished with 
the hunter s license, are to bo attached 
to the game so shipped. 
All game ship­ 
ped must be open and not concealed in 
any trunk, box, barrel, etc. 
Any hunter who fails to comply with 
all of the requirements of the law sub­ 
jects himself to forfeiture of his license 
and confiscation of the game killed and 
all tire arms found in his possession. 
It is unlawful to sell game at any 
time. 
Residents of the state are obliged to 
pay a fee of 81 
for such license. 
Non­ 
residents of the state are taxed 825 for 
a license to kill big game, and 810 for a 
license to kill feathered game. 
Non­ 
resident hunters' license can be obtain­ 
ed only from the board of game and fish 
commissioners, the office of which is in 
St. Paul. 
The possession ot a big game license 
gives the holder the right to kill three 
deer, one antlered moose and one antler­ 
ed caribou. 
The executive agent and all members 
of the game commission, and all game 
wardens have full power and authority 
to serve and execute all warrants and 
process of law in enforcing the provis­ 
ions of the game laws. They are further 
empowered to call to their aid anysher 
iff, constable or police officer, or any 
other person, who, when so called upon, 
are compelled by law to act. 
It is unlawful to hunt big game with 
dogs, and it is lawful to kill all dogs 
found in pursuit of game. 
The possession of any game “out of 
season" is pritna facie evidence of guilt. 
Provision is made for taking care of 
game th a t is lawfully killed within the 
open season.
